Three persons were killed 
and twenty-five injured. The train 
left Chattanooga at 11:45 last night 
and when running at a high rate of 
speed ran into spread of the rails 
caused by a landslide.

The en- 
gine of the Cincinnati Southern train 
tan up to the scene of the wreck, 
and by pulling two of the rear sleep- 
en back on the track and away from 
the wreckage succeeded in saving 
them from destruction by fire. The

Great -Britain Suffered Immense 


Damage, Though Few 


Lives Were Lost, 


London, Feb. 28.—The storm has 


passed away 
towards- the coast of 


Scandinavia, but belated reports es- 
tablish the widespread character of 
the havoc which it caused throughout 
the United Kingdom. No great dis- 
aster has beea recorded, but the ma- 
terial damage done is eaormous. Re- 
ports' of wrecks coatiaue to arrive, 
but oaly a few persons were drowned, 
coasidering the severity of the gale. 


Among the iacidents was the ex- 


citiag experieace in the docks at Bar- 
row of the new Chilian battleship 
Libertad, the British cruiser Niobe, 
and a big cargo steamer which broke 
from

FBENCH COAST SWEPT. 


Paris, Feb. 28.—A tempest raged 


all night long on the west coast of 
Fraace and caused a tidal wave which 
flooded the St Fraaccis district of 
Havre. The French line steamer La 
Bretagne was unable to leave the 
harbor. Waves swept over the quays 
at La Bochelle and did considerable 
damage.

souri Pacific, Baltimore and Ohio, 
Sugar, Brooklyn Transit, Manhattan 
and others. Pennsylvania, Metropoli- 
tan Street railway and Amalgamated 
offered some resistance. Support for 
\vrabaah preferred rallied the market. 


Prices made a slow recovery until 


the appearance of the bank statement 
The decline in reserves was much less 
than anticipated and there was a live- 
ly scramble among shorts to cover, 
which caused almost complete recov- 
eries.

To dishonor Janus would be to in- 
vite the destruction of the s.ate. 


Neither would it 
do to plunder 


March, for Mars shared •vith Janus 
the honor of a protectorate over the 
empire. It is true there was some 
little doubt about the 
fidelity 
of 


Mars to his trust, for after the little 
affair in the Teutoburg forest, in 
which Arminius and his Germans in- 
flicted upon the Romans the greatest 
defeat they had known since the bat- 
tle of Cannae, there was much sus- 
picion that Mars had taken up a per- 
manent abode on the other side of 
the Ehine and suspicion was partly 
confirmed by the subsequent cam- 
paign in which Gennanicus 
vainly 


endeavored to restore 
the 
Boman 


power among the Teutonic tribes. 
But even with these suspicions fair- 
ly well established, the augurs felt 
that it would not be safe to insult 
the god of war by robbing his month 
for the benefit of that of Augustus. 
To plunder May would be to run 
the risk of wet summers, for the joy- 
ous goddess of the spring might eas- 
ily be provoked into continuing tho 
genial showers of her season far into 
the heated term, and, if she chose, 
could moke the Campagna a marsh 
and drown half of Borne by an inun- 
dation of the Tiber. To rob July 
would insult the memory of Julius 
Caesar. 
The abstraction of a day 


from October 
would .shorten 
the 


vintage, while if December were 
touched, the ire of all the gods would 
certainly be kindled. Considerations 
equally potent prevented the short- 
ening of April, June, September and 
November. Only February was left, 
and as nobody cared particularly for 
February, it become the victim; the 
month of Augustus was 
enlarged 


by the addition of a day and Febru- 
ary was correspondingly shortened. 


It is true that February was the 


month of lustration, of purification; 
the expiratory ceremonies were for 
the most part borrowed from 
the 


Greeks. During this month houses 
were swept, furniture, was cleaned 
and polished, walls were whitened, 
the lima wash mis applied to fences, 
indosures to the trunks of trees, the 
reign of the mop was supreme. After 
the houses were purified the pave- 
ments in front received such atten- 
tion as the householders felt able and 
willing to bestow, and even the 
streets ' .were occasionally scraped 
and swept clean of the accumulated 
filth of the previous twelve months. 
The people could • do a little less 
scrubbing and washing; 
they rea-

memory of her lonely pilgrimage, the 
Greeks carried lights in a night pro- 
cession and were imitated by the Bo- 
maus, who never hesitated to borrow 
any custom they fancied, no matter 
what 
its 
origin. 
The Christian 


father* found it easier to 
modify 


than to abolish, and so candle-bear- 
ing in the first days of February be- 
came an 
acknowledged Christian 


custom. 


"Why the 2d 
of February, now 


called Candlemas day, should be 
deomed a fit season for the noting 
and collection of omens regarding 
the weather of the coming spring is 
as easily explained as the candle car- 
rying custom. It has a basis in the 
frequently observed fact that a pe- 
riod of pleasant weather after the 
severity of January has passed, com- 
monly signified gloomy, cloudy and 
often cold weather later in the sea- 
son. Among the other self-imposed 
duties of the augers of ancient times 
was that of foretelling the weather. 
They had no scientific facts ..rom 
which to start; nothing was known 
of "highs" or "lows" in those days, 
temperature and humidity for them 
had no significance, but in spite of 
the density of their ignorance 
on 


these points, they attacked the task 
of foretelling the changes with as 
much confidence as a modem weather 
seer and no doubt made just as many 
mistakes. 
They had also equally 


good excuses for their failures, gen- 
erally couching their predictions in 
terms somewhat obscure and capable 
of being understood in any way the 
hearer chose, so that the prediction 
covered pretty nearly all contingen- 
cies. A celebrated augur of the time 
of Julius Caesar was once consulted 
by a wealthy ship-owner whose ves- 
sels lay at anchor in the hay of Na- 
ples ready to sail for Egypt as soon 
as the signs were favorable. 


The augur sacrificed a hog, opened 


the body of the beast and consulted 
its interior according to the rules laid 
down for such cases, then annouuced 
that if Jupiter and Saturn were .prop-

Badgers, however, were little known 
os. the Atlantic coast, but wood- 
chucks were common, so the badger 
as a signal service observer for Can- 
dlemas day was soon displaced by the 
common woodchuck, the ground hog 
of our weather lore. The former Im- 
portance of the candle feast as a tima 
of foretelling the weather is still in- 
dicated by many sayings in different 
European countries. 
In south Ger- 


many they say that if the sun shine& 
on the priest at the altar on Candle- 
mas day there will be rain and snow 
for the 
six following weeks. 
In 


Spain it is said that if the bull fight- 
er can see the shadow of the bull on 
this day winter is but half over. 


The'shortest month has, therefore, 


no little importance to those depend- 
ent upon the weather, and thus, in 
spme measure compensation is made 
for its brevity. It was, perhaps, in 
recognition of its numerical inferior- 
ity that the extra day of leap year 
was added, and it may be that some

The slips fre- 
quently bore also amatory mottoes, 
hence the lines of doggerel now in- 
scribed on our valentines, and by and 
by pictures or illuminations 
were 


added, making the valentine com- 
plete. 
Thus it is that the despised 


month became of mighty import, for 
with omens of the weather and lore 
signs, with the badger, the ground 
hog, the candle processions' and the 
lovers' feast, February became one 
of the most important of the months.

There was no particular 
deity to take offense, so the month 
of February, already short, was still 
further curtailed and due honor was 
paid to Augustus by making his 
month of the same length 
as 
the 


months of Janus, Mars, mirth-lov- 
ir.a; Maia and the warlike Julius. 


Vhen Christianity superseded pa- 


ganism, one of its most serious diffi- 
culties was found in the persistence 
of customs with which 
the people 


were long familiar. Many were the 
efforts to abolish the Saturnalia, the 
November festival and the ceremonies 
of the lustration, but 
all were in 


vain; the pagans clung to their cus- 


itious and continued to shine placidly 
over the Mediterranean, and .if the 
gods of the sea had not been anger- 
ed by some previous misconduct of 
the merchant or his captains and that 
if a certain lump or ezcresence found 
during the exploration of the hog's 
interior proved not to be a matter of 
any consequence the voyage would 
prove safe and successful. 


Greatly encouraged by this favor- 


able report, the merchant ordered his 
captains to sail, and the fleet depart- 
ed. While creeping down the coast 
of Italy, however, the grain 
ships 


encountered bad 
weather, .which 


grew worse as the shores of Sicily 
were sighted. 
Several of the ships

A LIFE OF SELF-SACRIFICE. 
George Washington was ready to 


sacrifice his all for American liberty. 
I do not suppose he was any more 
willing to sacrifice his all. than thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of other 
men. 
But the simple fact was that 


George Washington had more to sac- 
rifice than almost any other man of 
his day. First, he was a homebody. 
He had to give up all the endear- 
ments of his Virginia plantation life. 
The glory of war and the pride of 
statesmanship never 
appealed to 


him,- as they often do to the selfish 
ambition of the modern 
politician. 


"How pitiful," he once wrote to a 
friend, "in this age of reason and re- 
ligion, is that false ambition which 


Not only did Washington have t 


contend with his jealous army offi- 
cers, but he had to fight his enemies 
who were working against his plans 
in congress. 
Instead of giving to 


him an army recruited from men 
who had enlisted for two or three 
years, or for the war, these enemies 
voted to him an army made up of 
men who had enlisted for a 
few 


mouths or a year. No sooner would 
Washington plan a battle or a cam- 
paign than he would find that a large 
part of his soldiers discovered that 
their terms of service had expired 
and that they were entitled to pack 
up their things and go home. "It is 
impossible for me in the compass of 
a letter," he wrote to his brother in 
1776, "to give you any idea of our 
situation and of my difficulties, and 
of the constant perplexities I meet 
with derived from the unhappy pol- 
icy of short enlistments and delay- 
ing them too long. I am worried 
almost to death with the retrograde 
motion of things, and I solemnly 
protest that a pecuniary reward of 
twenty 
thousand 
pounds a year 


would not induce me to undergo what 
I do and after all perhaps to lose my 
character."

George Washington lived and died 


If you knew 
nothing of the principle of naviga 
tion and should see a ship sail up 
New York harbor you might be sur 
prised. You might say to the com 
niander of the ship, "Captain, how 
was it possible for you to steer you 
ship through the 
trackless 
deep 


Miles and miles away is England 
and yet you have pointed your ship' 
prow straight into the narrows of 
New York harbor." Then the cap- 
tain would tako you to the box in 
which trembles the magnetic needle. 
He would explain to you all the laws 
of the compass. He would tell you 
that no matter which way the ship's 
prow turns that magnetic needle 
always points toward the north pole. 
Then the passage of that ship over 
the trackless deep can be made to 
you very simple and plain. When 
we attempt .to explain George Wash- 
ington's career without the aid of a 
divine compass all is inexplicable. 
I see in him a great mind and heart, 
but I see God in that mind and heart, 
using 
him to win supernatural 


triumphs. I see George Washington 
able to overcome the greatest ob- 
stacles of the 
revolutionary 
war. 


Why? Because I see George Wash- 
ington on his knees in the snows of 
Valley Forge. I see George Wash- 
ington overcoming the besetting 
difficulties of his presidential life. 
WhyP Because I see George Wash- 
ington, as soon as he had taken the 
oath of office, going to the sacred 
chancel.

His was not the bril- 
liant genius of a Napoleon, or a Bich- 
elieu, or a Mazzarin, or a Cardinal 
Wolsey.

His pen was not facile, like that of 
Hamilton or Jefferson. 
He had no 


oratorical gifts, like those of Henry, 
or Adams, or William Pinkney.

THE GENIXJS OF CHAEACTEB. 
Wherever we touch the life and 


character of Washington, there we 
find that if he had any genius, "his," 
as David Gregg wrote, "was the gen- 
ius of character," and of character 
alone. As a boy, he was not a bril- 
liant boy, but a good boy; a noble, 
. high-principled 
boy. 
We do not 


have to refer to the fabled hatchet 
story to prove this. There are still 
preserved in his own boyish hand- 
writing, the famous rules he made to 
govern his future 
life, which he 


wrote out at thirteen. Among those 
rules are these words: "Endeavor 
to keep alive in your bosom that lit- 
tle divine spark called conscience." 
As a young man, we do not find 
him a "brilliant young man, but a 
conscientious and painstaking young i 
man. 
He was appointed public sur-' 


veyor by Lord Fairfax. 
"Why? Be- 


cause Lord Fairfax knew that when 
the plodder. George Washington, re- 
corded a measurement, there would 


• never be a doubt of the one fact, that 


that measurement was right. As a 
matured man, we cannot portray the 
well-roundedness of Washington's 
life better, than 
by quoting these 


•words written by Mr. Lear, his pri- 
vate secretary, who lived with him 
as a member of his family, in Mount 
Vernon: "General Washington is, I 
believe, almost the only man of ex- 
alted character who does not lose 
some part of his respectability by an 
intimate acquaintance. I have never 
found a single thing that could les- 
sen my respect for him. A complete 


and fame. I hope to spend the re- 
mainder of my life in cultivating the 
affections of good men, and in the 
practice of domestic virtues." But 
though George Washington was es- 
sentially a home man, and loved his 
own fireside above all throne-rooms, 
yet at the call of duty he sacrificed 
his life's desire, and drew his sword 
as the commander of the American 
armies. 


The sacrifice of his ease and com- 


fort was not the only sacrifice he was 
willing to make. 
When he became 


commander of the American armies 
he placed his head and life in jeop- 
ardy in more ways than one. When 
the Declaration of Independence was 
being signed in Independence Hall, 
Benjamin Franklin, I think it was, 
turned to some of his colleagues and 
said: "We must all hang together 
now, or else we shall all hang sepa- 
rately." That was a figure of speech 
that may not have been true of every 
signer of the -Declaration, but 
it 


would certainy have 'been true of the 
man who was rightly regarded as 
the head and front of the revolt. If 
the revolution of 1776 had 
failed, 


whosoever escaped, George Washing- 
ton, as the leader of the American 
armies, would have been shot, or 
hung, or decapitated. As the great- 
est leader of that time, he would 
have had to lay down his life as a 
warning to all future conspirators. 
Washington not only ran the risk of 
the battlefield, but also the risk of 
the executioner's ax. 


George Washington placed 
his 


property also in jeopardy. His wife 
-was not only rich in her own right, 
but Washington himself was consid- 
ered one of the wealthiest men in all 
America. I have seen it stated that 
he was worth at the time of his 
death over $750,000. That of course 
was a fabulous fortune in his day. 
Yet Washington was ready to sacri- 
fice all he owned as well as his peace 
of mind, and his head, upon the altar 
of principle, if America could only 
be free. 


EVER TBTJE TO PRINCIPLE. 
When a great crisis comes, are you 


and I similarly ready to make a sac- 
rifice for principle's 
sake? When

rors that accompanied warn in times 
past, and which were often attribut- 
able to an-army soaked in drink. Th«a, 
if he looked at temperance- from th« 
snvalLei't point of view, he said that 
as a soldier it was the finest means h« 
knew towards the end—that end be- 
ing to make a reliable and intelligent 
man. But if he looked at it from a far 
nobler point of view, he recollected, 
surely, that the civilians sent to them 
many thousand lads every year, and 
surely as they Bent their ladsito school, 
and expected to g-etthem back morally, 
mentally and physically fit t er at the end 
of their school time than, whe& they 
went there so surely he to whom they 
gave the care of their lads- from that 
city was bound to return, them those 
lads as men with a finer-menial and 
physical and moral equipment than 
when they came to him. He> considered 
it' a- reflection on the army if any man 
were to com* back to his home after 
leaving them, having joined the army 
with pure thoughts^ and be able to say 
to hi« people, "A-ll my coarse and im- 
pure mind I gained from contact with 
my comrade* in the army."

Paul's third missionary journey 


Paul's work in Corinth lasted a year 


and a half altogether. 
The 
"after 


this" of verse 18 refers to the experi- 
ence in Gallic's court room, spoken of 
io 18:12-17. This wat the end of his 
second missionary journey. Pri&cilla 
and Aquila accompanied him as far as 
Ephesus, where he probably changed 
ships, taking one of the pilgrim ships 
that each year carried crowds of Jews 
to Palestine to tfeepassover. Cenchreae 
was the port of Corinth (see map). In 
token of his gratitude to God for some 
blessing, we do not know what, Paul 
made a vow which involved as a part 
ot its fulfillment the shaving of his 
head at Cenchreae. His desire to g<o 
at once to Jerusalem may have had 
some connection with paying the vow, 
though Us exact nature is not plain. 
Some have held that the vow was 
Aquila's. Perhaps Paul had to remain. 
over the Sabbath at Ephesus for the 
pilgrim ship, or the synagogue may 
have been open for one of the three 
week-day services. .Paul seems to 
have been in haste, probably to reach 
Jerusalem at the time of the passover. 
He was urged to remain by the Jews, 
whose ire he had not yet aroused, but 
did not consent. In the words, "Went 
up and saluted the church," we must 
understand that the original church 
at Jerusalem is meant. After his visit 
at Jerusalem Paul went down to Anti- 
och. The church at Antioch he con- 
sidered his own "home church," and 
here he'remained till the beginning of 
his third missionary journey.
